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ABSTRACT 


The new sympycnine genus Amyx is described from New 
Caledonia. It is characterized by a large fleshy proboscis and 
simple, slender legs. Males have fifth and following abdominal 
segments modified, the arista with a row of long bent hairs, 


and in some species a part of the costa is widened so that one 
row of spinules stays perpendicular on the other. Females 
lack domen. 5 new species are reeognized. A. pallida is 
designated as type species. 


RESUME 


Le nouveau genre Anty.x de la sous-famille des Sympyc- 
ninac est decrit dc Nouvellc Caledonie. Ce genre est caracte- 
rise par sa trompe volumineuse et ses panes simples et grclcs. 
Les males ont le segment abdominal cinq el les suivanls 
modifies, I'ansta porte une rangee de longs poils et ehez 


ccrtaines especes une panic dc la rangee de spinules sur la 
costa se trouve pcrpendiculaire sur fautre rangee. Les 
femelles n’ont pas de « domen ». Cinq especes sont decritcs 
dont A. pallida est l espcee-typc. 
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Up to now practically nothing was known 
about the occurrence of Dolichopodidae in New 
Caledonia. In all, only four species are, to our 
knowledge, mentioned from there ; 1) Chryso¬ 
soma leucopogon (Wiedemann, 1824), according 
to Parent (1935 : 95); 2) Chrysosoma noumeanus 
(Bigot, 1890) described from Noumea; Lamb 
(1926 : 546) notes that Psilopus noumeanus Bigot, 
1860 (.fie) is a synonym of Chrysosoma leucopo¬ 
gon (Wiedemann); this is refuted by Parent 
(1932 : 223); 3) Tachytrechus tessellalus (Mac- 
quart, 1842), described from New Caledonia as 
Neurigona picticornis Bigot, 1890; 4) Chrysotus 
cockerellae Curran. 1929. 


In the present paper we deal with a new 
sympycnine genus which is most probably ende¬ 
mic in New Caledonia. 

Material and methods. Almost all material was 
collected with Malaise traps and preserved in 
alcohol. The type material is deposited in the 
collections of the “ Museum national d’Histoire 
naturelle ” in Paris (mnhn) and some paratypes 
in the “ Institut royal des Sciences nalurelles de 
Belgique” in Brussels (irsnb). 


Family Dolichopodidae 
Subfamily Sympycninae 


Antyx n. g. 

Dematio nominis ; gender feminine; Greek 
antyx : a rim. alluding to the peculiar modifica¬ 
tion of the costa in some species. 

Description : small (2.1-3.2 mm) brown and 
yellow coloured flies; metallic green colour in 
some species present as a shining gloss on 
mesonotum and scutellum. Within the subfamily 
Sympycninae this genus stands apart by the large 
fleshy rostrum and the slender, very poorly 
bristled legs (males and females). A large fleshy 
rostrum is found also in Filatopus Miller, 1945 
(syn. Nematopus Parent, 1933 nec Berthold, 
1827, nec Agassiz, 1846. nec Sars, 1863), see the 
description of Parent (1933 : 398 ; figs 120-121). 
However, this genus diverges in many respects 
from Antyx n. g., e. g. by its dorsal arista, shape 
of abdomen and hypopygium, and size (more 
than 4 mm). The males have the fifth and the 
following segments of the abdomen highly modi¬ 
fied (fig. 2). The sixth segment is ventrally 
excavated {fig. 4), probably to envelop the tip of 
the female abdomen during copulation. The 
sixth sternum bears extensions proximally and 
distally, while the tergum is saddle-shaped and 
laterally pointed with a bifurcate extension on 
these points (fig. 5). The genital capsule is rather 
asymmetrical i.e. the hypandrial arms, telomeres 


and hypandrium. The aedeagus is short. The 
cerci bear ventrally a very long extension. In 
regard to Sympycnus, there are still a lot of other 
synapomorphies. The arista of the males bears 
on the inner side a row of long, somewhat bent 
hairs (fig. II). In some species, the male has the 
costa of the wing modified, i.e a part of the outer 
row of spinules points laterally instead of dor- 
sally (fig. 10). The genital parts of the female do 
not bear “ dornen 

Diagnosis ; head semiglobular with a large, fleshy 
rostrum, up to three quarters of height of head in 
both <$ and ?. Eyes separated in both sexes, bare, 
with equal facets. Palpi small. Two short orbital 
bristles, situated just beneath level of front ocellus. 
Ocellar bristles very small in rj, large in $. Two 
very small postocellars, two short postverticals, 
widely separated from and not in row with the 
postocular cilia. Postocular cilia uniseriate, the 
uppermost distinctly stronger than the other 
ones; below a long bristle at the end of the row. 

Antennae short, inserted above middle of 
head. First segment bare ; second segment with a 
circlet of short black bristlets ; third segment 
rounded triangular, deeper than long or about as 
deep as long, with an apical or almost apical 
arista. Arista of S with on one side a row of 
long, thin, bent hairs. First aristal segment very 
short. 

Thorax with a small, often rather indistinct

flattened area in front of scutellum. Acr very 
short, irregularly biseriate in front, uniseriate to 
the rear. 6 dc. One humeral, with a short hair 
beneath it, two notopleurals, one posthumeral, 
one presutural, one sutural, one intraalar, and 
two supraalar bristles. Scutellum with two large 
marginals, flanked each by a small hair. Anterior 
part of mesonotum with small black scattered 
hairs. One propleural bristle, accompanied by 
one or two small hairs. Prothoracic collar with a 
row of very small black bristlets. Pleurae bare. 

Legs slender, simple in and $; fifth segment 
of tarsus 1 usually slightly enlarged in Coxa 
III with a long exterior bristle near base. Legs 
very poorly bristled : only tibia 11 bears two ad 
(one near base, one at about three quarters) and 


one pd near base. Femur III without preapical 
bristle; dorsally on basal three fifths a row of 
hairlike short bristles, longer and more spaced 
on basal two fifths. First segment of tarsus III 
about as long as second one (it may be slightly 
shorter or longer). 

Wing of ordinary shape within the subfamily. 
r2+3 and r4+5 gradually diverging; apical 
parts of r4 + 5 and ml +2 parallel m I +2 feebly 
turned up just beyond tp. Tp straight, much 
shorter than apical part of m3 + 4 Anal vein 
only indicated by a short fold. Anal lobe very 
reduced, anal angle very obtuse. Costa with a 
double row of small spinules; in c? of some 
species, the lower row on a limited part of costa 
at end of subcostal vein, is shifted to the ventral

side of costa, so that the spinules are at an angle 
of 90° to the lower side of wing surface ; here the 
spinules are longer. 

Abdomen with 7 visible segments in and $. 
In <$, fifth and following segments highly modi¬ 
fied, enlarged. Sixth segment ventrally excavated. 


with several appendices and processes. Hypopy- 
gium rather small, with a globular capsule and 
very small cerct. Female genitalia (fig. 9) small, 
mostly hidden, without dornen.

Antyx pallida n. sp. 

(figs 1-9) 

Mesonotum without metallic green gloss, mostly 
brownish yellow'; pleurae brown to dark brown, 
spotted with yellow. Coxa II browned at base. 
Costa of 3 modified. Rostrum yellow. 

Description : male. Body length : 2.5 mm; 
wing : 2.5 mm. 

Head. Frons w'ith greenish to brownish black 
ground-colour, moderately shining. Face with 
brownish black ground-colour, hardly shining, at 
its narrowest part about as wide as width of 
third antennal segment. Palpi yellow', hearing 
some very short hairs and a short brown apical 
bristle. Rostrum yellow', bearing short yellowish 
hairs. Occiput blackish, rather shining. Postocular 
cilia black above, more hrownish beneath. Bristle 
at lower end of row' of postoculars yellowish 
hrown. Antennae brown ; third segment rounded 


triangular, deeper than long. Arista almost apical, 
about 3.5 times as long as antenna. 

Thorax. Mesonotum and scutellum with brow¬ 
nish yellow ground-colour; the small flattened 
area in front of scutellum and a line running 
from there along the acrostichals brown. Above 
wing base and on suture brown spots. A faint 
brown line may run along the dorsocentrals. At 
base of scutellum a small crescent-shaped brown 
spot may be present. Pleurae and propleura 
brown to dark brown; a broad yellow area on 
parts of pteropleuron, mesopleuron and upper 
part of sternopleuron; metaphragma largely 
yellow. 

Legs and coxae yellow ; base of middle coxa 
narrowly browned. Fourth and fifth segments of 
tarsus I somew'hat darkened. 

Coxa I anteriorly with short black hairs and 
with some short black bristles at tip. Trochanter 
hare. Femur I becoming very slender towards 
tip, without bristles. Tibia 1 a little shorter than

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femur, without bristles, but anteriorly very 
shortly serrated. Tarsus 1 long and slender; 
fourth and fifth segments slightly broadened. 
Length ratio of tibia 1 and tarsus 1.15: 14.5 : 8 : 

4.5 : 2 : 2. 

Coxa 11 anteriorly bearing short black hairs 
and bristles. Trochanter with two bristles. Femur II 
less slender than femur 1 ; no bristles. Tibia 11 
longer than femur (27 : 19); two ad, one pd; 
some very short apicals. Length ratio of tibia 11 
and tarsus 11 : 26 : 12 : 6.5 : 4.5 : 2 : 2. 

Coxa III with a black exterior bristle. Tro¬ 
chanter with one short bristle. Femur 111 without 
preapical; dorsally on basal three fifths a row of 
short black hairlike bristles. Tibia 111 longer than 
femur (31 : 21), without bristles on shaft, but 
with a very short dorsal serration; a few short 
apicals. Length ratio of tibia 111 and tarsus 111 : 
31 : 8.5 : 9 : 4.5 : 3 : 2. 

Wing feebly tinged brownish yellow. Length 
ratio of basal and apical parts of ml +2 : 16 : 28. 
Length ratio of tp and apical part of m3+ 4 : 4 : 
9. Costa modified. Halters yellow. Squamae 
yellow with a dark brown border and dark cilia. 

Abdomen yellow, with tergiles 2, 3. 4 and 5 
largely brown on disk, leaving only a narrow 
anterior border yellow. Venter pale yellow. Ter- 
gites with short black hairs and short black 
hindmarginal bristles. Segments 6 and 7 pale 
yellow, seventh segment short, bearing the yel¬ 
low hypopygium (fig. 2-6). Cerci small with a 
finger-like extension, pale yellow. 

Female. Body length : 2.1-2.4 mm ; wing ; 2.1- 

2.5 mm. 

Head. Face only a little wider than in 
Rostrum somewhat larger, up to three quarters 
of the height of the head. Antennae dark brown; 
third segment hardly shorter than in Arista 
pubescent. 

Thorax and scutellum coloured as in but 
the brown colouring may be a little darker. 

Legs. Tarsus I shorter, fourth and fifth seg¬ 
ments not broadened or darkened. Length ratio 
of tibia 1 and tarsus 1 : 15 : 13.5 : 6.5 : 4.5 : 2 : 2. 

Wing as in ; costa simple. 

Abdomen : coloured as in Sternites with 
short black hairs. Tip of abdomen : fig. 9.

Antyx Jlaripleuris n. sp. 

(figs 10-12) 

Mesonotum and scutellum largely brow n with 
a green metallic gloss. Pleurae entirely yellow in 

usually entirely yellow in 9- Coxa II entirely 
yellow. Costa of c? modified. Rostrum yellow. 

Description : male. Body length : 2.6-3.0 mm : 
wing 2.3-2.6 mm. 

Head. Frons with brownish black ground¬ 
colour with reddish brown dusting, moderately 
shining. Face with brownish black ground-colour, 
brownish grey dusted, feebly shining, at its 
narrowest part a little broader than the width of 
the third antennal segment. Palpi brownish yel¬ 
low, with short dark hairs and a short black 
apical bristle. Rostrum yellow, with short yellow 
hairs. Occiput black, brownish dusted, rather 
shining. Postocular cilia black above, yellowish 
brown beneath ; the bristle at lower end of row 
brownish yellow. Antennae (fig. II) brown; first 
segment yellowish, sometimes whole antenna 
brownish yellow. Third segment deeper than 
long. Arista almost apical, about 3.5 times as 
long as antenna. 

Thorax. Dorsum of mesonotum largely brown 
with a shining metallic green to purplish lustre. 
A narrow dark line runs along the acrostichals. 
but is distinct only on anterior part of mesono¬ 
tum, where it is narrowly bordered by brownish 
yellow. Humeri, sides of mesonotum and alar 
calli brownish yellow. Scutellum dark brown 
with a shining metallic green lustre, broadly 
bordered w'ith brownish yellow. Pleurae yellow, 
more brownish yellow above ; pteropleura with a 
small black spot. 

Legs and coxae entirely yellow. Coxa 1 ante¬ 
riorly with short black hairs, at tip with some 
black bristles. Trochanter bare. Femur 1 slender, 
without bristles. Tibia 1 shorter than femur, 
without bristles, but anteriorly with a very short 
serration. Fifth segment of tarsus I very slightly 
enlarged. Length ratio of tibia I and tarsus 1:15: 
14 : 7 : 5 : 2 : 2.5.

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Coxa II anteriorly with black bristly hairs. 
Trochanter with two black hairlike bristles. 
Femur II stouter than femur I ; anteroventrally 
on basal third a row of short black hairlike 
bristlets. Tibia II longer than femur (25 : 19); 
two ad, one pd; a few short apicals. Length ratio 
of tibia II and tarsus 11 : 26 : 12.5 : 6 : 4.5 : 2 : 2. 

Coxa III with a long black exterior bristle. 
Trochanter with one short bristle. Femur III 
without preapical; dorsally on basal three fifths 
a row of short black hairlike bristles. Tibia 111 
longer than femur (31 : 20), without bristles on 
shaft, but with a short dorsal serration on apical 
half, preceded by a few spaced very short 
bristlets; a few short apicals. Length ratio of 
tibia 111 and tarsus III : 31 : 9 : 8.5 : 5 : 3 : 2.5. 

Wing (fig. 10) feebly tinged brownish yellow. 
Length ratio of basal and apical parts of ml + 2 : 
15 : 27, Length ratio of tp and apical part of 
m3+ 4 : about 2 : 5. Costa modified. Halters 
yellow. Squamae yellow with a dark border and 
dark cilia. 

Abdomen yellow, but first tergite with a 
brownish median stripe, and tergites 2, 3 and 4 
dorsally largely brown, without yellow anterior 
border; tergite 2 has a very narrow, 3 and 4 a 
broader dark brown posterior border; tergite 5 
with yellowish brown spots at base. Venter 
yellow. Tergites with short black hairs and short 
black hindmarginal bristles. Fifth and following 
segments modified. Seventh segment yellow; 
hypopygium yellow. Cerci rather small, yellow. 

Female. Body length : 2.1-2.55 mm; wing : 
2.3-2.55 mm. 

Head. Face hardly broader than in $. Ros¬ 
trum more than half length of head. Antennae 
brown, but first segment yellowish. Arista pubes¬ 
cent. 

Thorax with the same colouring as in the <$, 
but pteropleura and base of mesopleura may be 
brownish. Thorax coloured as in <J, but mesono- 
tum and scutellum sometimes more extensively 
yellow at sides, in one specimen nearly comple¬ 
tely yellow with a vague greenish lustre; pleurae 
usually entirely yellow, but in one specimen 
brown on pteropleura, posterior part of sterno- 
pleura and anterior part of hypopleura. 

Legs. Length ratio of tibia I and tarsus I ; 15 : 
12 : 6 : 4.5 : 2 : 2. Anteroventral bristlets on femur 
II very short. 

Wing. Costa simple. 


Abdomen coloured as in <$, but hindmarginal 
dark bands on tergites 2-4 very narrow or 
absent; the brown colouring on dorsum of 
tergites 2-4 somewhat more restricted, broad at 
anterior margins of tergites, narrowing to the 
rear, sometimes abdomen nearly completely 
brownish yellow. Sternites with short black 
hairs. Cerci blackish brown.

Antyx matilei n. sp. 

(fig. 15) 

Disk of mesonotum largely brown, often more 
yellowish, with a median dorsal stripe that is 
broadened in front of scutellum, with a shining 
metallic green lustre. Pleurae yellow only beneath, 
brown on mesopleura, pteropleura and meta- 
pleura. Base of middle coxae not browned. Costa 
of S modified. Rostrum yellow, often browned 
at tip. 

Description ; male. Body length : 2,8-3.15 mm ; 
wing : 2.5-28 mm. 

Head. Frons with brownish black ground¬ 
colour, moderately shining. Face with brownish 
black ground-colour, at its narrowest point a 
little broader than width of third antennal 
segment. Palpi small, dark brown, with short 
black hairs and a short black apical bristle.

Rostrum yellow, browned at tip, with short 
yellow hairs. Occiput black, rather shining. 
Postocular cilia black above, yellowish brown 
beneath; the bristle at lower end of the row 
brownish yellow. Antennae brown ; first segment 
yellowish. Third segment about as long as deep. 
Arista apical. 

Thorax. Mesonotum largely brown with a 
shining metallic green lustre ; a more yellowish 
brown stripe runs along each row of dorsocen- 
trals from suture unto hind margin of mesono¬ 


tum ; this stripe may be broadened sidewards so 
that in extreme cases the mesonotum is yellowish 
brown with darker brown anterior part and a 
broad dark stripe between the rows of dorsocen- 
trals. Humeri brown. Scutellum brown with a 
greenish metallic lustre, bordered with yellowish 
brown. Pleurae yellow, but brown above (meso- 
pleura, pteropleura and metapleura). Pteropleura 
with a small black spot. The hypopleura bear a 
vertical brown streak, and the sternopleura may 
have a brown spot of varying extent at their

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upper anterior comer. Metaepimera brownish 
yellow. Metaphragma yellow, sometimes with a 
small brown median spot. Propleura yellow, with 
a thin brown bristle and a small hair. 

Legs and coxae yellow. Coxa 1 anteriorly with 
short dark hairs ; at tip with some black bristles. 
Trochanter bare. Femur I slender, without bristles. 
Tibia I shorter than femur, without bristles, 
anteriorly with a very short serration. Fifth joint 
of tarsus 1 slightly enlarged. Length ratio of tibia I 
and tarsus I : 15 : 14 : 7.5 : 6.5 : 3.5 : 2.5. 

Coxa II anteriorly with dark bristly hairs. 
Trochanter with two small bristles. Femur II 
hardly stouter than femur 1; anteroventrally on 
basal third a row of short black bristlets. Tibia II 
longer than femur (25 : 18); two ad, one pd, a 
few short apicals. Length ratio of tibia II and 
tarsus II : 25 : 14 : 6 : 5 : 2.5 : 2. 

Coxa 111 with a long black exterior bristle. 
Trochanter with a small black bristlet. Femur III 
without preapical, dorsally on basal three fifths 
with a row of short bristly hairs. Tibia III longer 
than femur (31 : 20); no bristles on shaft, but 
dorsally an irregular row of spaced minute 
bristlets ; a few apicals. Length ratio of tibia 111 
and tarsus 111 : 31 : 8.5 : 8.5 : 5.5 : 3 ; 2.5. 

Wing feebly tinged brownish yellow. Length 
ratio of basal and apical parts of ml+2 : 15 : 
26.5. Length ratio of tp and apical part of 
m3+ 4 ; 4 : 9. Costa modified. Halters yellow. 
Squamae yellowish with dark border and black 
cilia. 

Abdomen dorsally brown, but usually yellow 
on fifth and following segments ; first tergite may 
be also yellowish. Venter yellow, but modified 
parts of segments 5 and 6 partly darkened. 
Tergites with short black hairs and short black 
hindmarginal bristles. Hypopygium yellow; cerci 
very small, yellow with a fingerlike prolongation. 

Female. Body length : 2.3-3.S mm ; wing 2.3- 
3.1 mm. 

Head. Face slightly broader than in rj. Ros¬ 
trum entirely yellow or yellow with a brownish 
tip. Antennae brown, but first segment yello¬ 
wish ; third segment slightly deeper than long. 
Arista pubescent. 

Thorax : with the same colouring as in cJ, but 
mesonotum and scutellum often more light- 
coloured. Mesonotum may be yellowish brown 
with anterior part and a narrow, posteriorly 
broadened stripe along the acrostichals, brown. 


Scutellum may be yellowish brown with a brown 
basal spot. Pleurae coloured as in but often 
only upper part (mesopleura, pteropleura and 
metapleura) brown, without brown spots on 
either hypopleura or sternopleura. 

Legs coloured as in Fifth segment of tarsus 
1 hardly enlarged. Anteroventral bristlets on fe¬ 
mur 11 very reduced or absent. Length ratio of 
tibia I and tarsus I : 15 : 12 : 6.5 : 5.5 : 3 ; 2. 

Wing. Costa simple. 

Abdomen dorsally brown on segments 1-4, 
brownish yellow from thereon. Tergite I may be 
yellowish brown. Venter yellow, with short black 
hairs. Genital parts with brownish black cerci.

Mesonotum dark metallic green with green, blue 
and purple reflections; only humeri, a narrow 
border on sides of mesonotum and alar calli 
yellow. Pleurae largely brown, with a narrow, ill- 
defined yellow stripe on upper part of sterno¬ 
pleura. Abdomen yellow with reduced brownish 
yellow markings. Coxa 11 entirely yellow. Costa 
of o modified. Rostrum either entirely yellow or 
yellow with slightly browned tip. 

Description : male. Body length : 2.5 mm; 
wing : 2.6 mm. 

Head. Frons with brownish black ground-cou- 
lour, hardly shining. Face with brownish black 
ground-colour, at its narrowest point at least as 
broad as width of third antennal segment. Palpi 
small, yellowish brown, with short hairs and a 
short black apical bristlet. Rostrum yellow with 
slightly browned tip. Occiput blackish, rather 
shining. Postocular cilia black ; the bristle at 
lower end of the row yellowish brown. Antennae. 
First segment yellow, apical segments brown.

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Third segment slightly deeper than long; arista 
apical, about three times as long as antenna. 

Thorax. Mesonotum dark metallic green, with 
beautiful green, blue and purple reflections.

Tibia 1 hardly shorter 
than femur, without bristles, but with a short 
serration anterodorsally. Fifth segment of tarsus I 
not enlarged. Length ratio of tibia 1 and tarsus 1: 
15 : 12 : 7.5 : 4 : 2 ; 2. 

Coxa II anteriorly with bristly hairs. Tro¬ 
chanter with two short bristles. Femur 11 without 
bristles ; anteroventrally on basal fourth a row of 
very short hairlike bristles. Tibia II longer than 
femur (24 : 20); two ad and one pd ; a few apical 
bristlets. Length ratio of tihia 11 and tarsus II : 
24 ; 11 : 5.5 : 3.5 : 2 : 2. 

Coxa 111 with a long exterior bristle. Tro¬ 
chanter with a short bristle. Femur III without 
preapical; dorsally on about basal three fifths a 
row of short hairlike bristles. Tibia III longer 
than femur (29 : 21), without bristles on shaft, 
but dorsally with an irregular row of very small, 
spaced bristlets; a few short apicals. Length 
ratio of tibia 111 and tarsus III : 29 : 7 : 8 : 4.5 : 
3 : 2. 

Wing feebly yellowish tinged. Length ratio of 
basal and apical parts of ml +2 : 13 : 28. Length 
ratio of tp and apical part of m3 + 4 : about 2 : 5. 
Costa modified. Halters yellow. Squamae yellow 
with a narrow dark border and black cilia. 

Abdomen yellow. A very narrow anterior 
border on tergite 2, a slightly broader one on 
tergite 3, basal two thirds of tergite 4, and a 
narrow anterior border on tergite 5 brownish 
yellow. Tergites with short black hairs and short 
black hindmarginal bristles. Segment 5 and 
following segments modified. Hypopygium yel¬ 
low; ccrci small, yellow. 

Female. Body length : 2.2-2.4 mm; wing 2.2- 
2.3 mm. 


Head. Face distinctly broader than width of 
third antennal segment. Palpi brownish yellow. 
Rostrum entirely yellow or yellow with a nar¬ 
rowly browned tip. 

Antennae yellowish brown ; first segment yel¬ 
low ; third segment distinctly deeper than long. 
Arista pubescent. 

Thorax coloured as in c?: brownish ground¬ 
colour faintly shining through on mesonotum. 

Legs. Fourth and fifth segments of tarsus 1 not 
darkened. Length ratio of tibia 1 and tarsus I : 
15 : 12 : 6.5 : 4 : 2 : 2. 

Abdomen dorsally yellow; brownish yellow 
markings reduced. Venter pale yellow. Cerci of 
genitalia black-tipped.

Dorsum of mesonotum and scutellum shining 
dark metallic green. Pleurae entirely brown. 
Coxa 11 entirely yellow. Costa of male wing 
unmodified. Rostrum brown to dark brown. 

Description : male. Body length : 2.8-3.1 mm ; 
wing 2.7 mm. 

Head. Frons with brownish black ground¬ 
colour, hardly shining. Face with brownish black 
ground-colour, at its narrowest point about as 
broad as width of third antennal segment. Palpi 
blackish brown, with short black hairs and a 
short black apical bristle. Rostrum brown. Occi¬ 
put greenish black, rather shining. Postocular 
cilia black ; bristle at lower end of row black. 
Antennae yellowish brown, paler at base. Third 
segment about as long as deep; arista apical, 
about three times as long as antenna. 

Thorax. Mesonotum and scutellum dark metal¬ 
lic green, shining. Alar calli partly yellowish 
brown; sides of mesonotum narrowly brownish. 
Pleurae brown, with a small black spot on ptero- 
pleura. Mesophragma and metaepimera brown. 
Propleura with a brown bristle and a few hairs.

Coxa 1 anteriorly with short dark hairs and 
bristles, at apex with some dark bristles. Tro¬ 
chanter bare.

II anteroventrally on basal half with a row of 
very short hairlike bristles. Tibia II longer than 
femur (27 : 19); two ad and one pd, a few 
apicals. Length ratio of tibia II and tarsus 11 : 
27 : 14 : 6 : 5 : 2.5 : 2. 

Coxa 111 with a long black exterior bristle. 
Trochanter with one short bristle. Femur 111 
without preapical; dorsally on basal three fifths 
a row of short hairlike bristles. Tibia 111 much 
longer than femur (33 : 23); no bristles on shaft, 
only dorsally an irregular row of very short 
bristlets; a few apicals. Length ratio of tibia III 
and tarsus III : 33 : 9 : 9 : 6 : 3 : 2. 5. 

Wing feebly tinged brownish. Length ratio of 
basal and apical parts of ml + 2 : 4 : 7. Length 
ratio of tp and apical part of m3+ 4 : about 2 : 5. 
Costa with an unmodified double row of minute 
spinules. Hallers yellow. Squamae brownish with 
black cilia. 

Abdomen. First tergite brownish yellow. Second 
tergite brownish yellow with at anterior margin a 


larger or smaller brown spot or band. Third and 
fourth tergites brown, darker so on basal half. 
Last segments dorsally yellow, ventrally brow¬ 
nish. Tergites with short black hairs and short 
black hindmarginal bristles. Hypopygium yel¬ 
low ; cerci very short, yellow. 

Female. Body length : 3.2 mm ; wing : 3.4 mm, 
(in spite of its larger size we consider this female 
as belonging to the male described above, because 
of their striking similarity). 

Head. Face slightly broader than in <J. Palpi 
yellowish brown. Antennae with first segment 
yellow and apical segments yellowish brown; 
third segment deeper than long, with subapical 
arista. Arista pubescent. 

Thorax coloured as in 

Legs and coxae yellow ; fifth joint of tarsus 1 
not broadened. Length ratio of tibia 1 and tar- 
sus 1 : 15 : 12 : 8 : 6 : 3 : 2. Femur 11 
anteroventrally without hairlike bristles. 

Abdomen. Tergites 1-5 plainly brown; segments 
6 and 7 and all sternites yellow. Cerci brownish 
black.
